The disappearance of a: large quantity of 
furniture and other articles, for which a 
claim for £2,000 compensation has been made 
by Mr. Kilbey, proprietor of the Four Courts 
Hotel, had a sequel in the Dublin Police 
Court yesterday afternoon. The property, 
which included valuable furniture and various 
other articles, was missed from the hotel after 
the occupation of the premises by military 
following the bombardment and capture of 
the Four Courts last year. Eight men were 
brought up in custody before Mr. E. A. 
Collins, K.C., seven of the prisoners being 
members of the National Army and the eighth 
being a civilian. 

The names of the accused are :—Captain 
Michael Stokes, G.H.Q., Parkgate street, 
Dublin; Sergeant-Major William O’ Rourke, 
141 Merrion road ; Sergeant Cornelius Murphy, 
G.H.Q., Parkgate street; Privates Edward 
Grant, Smith's cottages, Blackrock; Philip 
Cullen, 6 Hackett’s cottages, Milltown, Co. 
Dublin; Michael Nolan, Collins Barracks, and 
Michael Caffrey, Keogh Barracks, The civilian 
was Daniel Brady, described as a barber, of 
54° Nelson street. The charge against the 
risoners was of having stolen a quantity of 
aniverd etc., identified by Mr. Kilbey as 
belonging to the hotel, and, further, with 
having received the stolen property and with 
having the property illegally in their posses- 
#10.

PREMIER DEMANDS DISMISSAL 
OF REBEL LEADERS. ' 


” MADRID, Friday. 

King Alfonso arrived here at 9.15 o'clock 
this morning. was greeted .at- the train 
by the Captain-Gencral .of Madrid, members 
of the Cabinet, and prominent military and 
civ# authorities. 

At first His Majesty exchanged greetings 
with the Prime Minister, after which he 
engaged in conversation with the. Captain- 
Gegeral and the other military authorities 
who were present. | 

On leaving the station the King immediately 
proceeded to his, Palace, where he had a ven- 
Terence with the Marquis Alhucemas, . the 
Prime Minister, regarding recent develop- 
ments. 

At the conclusion of his conversation with 
King Alfonso, the Marquis Alhucemas-.an- 
ndunced that he had proposed to His Majesty 
the immediate dismissal of the Captains- 
Genera! of. Barcelona and Saragossa, and also 
the dismissal of all other military officers 
associated with the present movement. He 
also recommended the immediate summoning 
of Parliament te discuss the situation and 
esablish the responsibilities, not only as far as 
the country's political leaders were concerned, 
but also as regards all those who had inter- 
fered with the government of the country. 

The Ning replied that he would first of all 
have to inform ‘himself fully with regard to 
the Present position of affairs, and consider 
the situation with an open mind, before reach- 
ing a decision. 


CABINET RESIGNS. 


Shortly afterwards it was announced that 
the Alhucemas Cabinet had resigned. The 
Foreign Minister, Sehor Alba, had submitted 
hie resignation earlier in the morning,’ and it 
had heen accented. The retirmg Ministers 
will carry on the conduct of alairs until the 
constitution of the new Cabinet is completed. 

The Captain-Geéneral, together with the 
(fenerals who. had a Conference with him to- 
day at his headquarters, proceeded to the 
‘Palace at the close of the King’s interview 
with the Premier.—(Reuter.) 


Later. 

The King has telegraphed to General Primo 
de Rivera, the Captain-General of Barcclona, 
entrusting him with the formation of a military 
Cabinet, and summoning him to Madrid. It 
is expected that the Captain-General will 
leave Barcelona this evening, and reach the 
capital to-morrow morning.

FATE OF THE PASSENGERS. 

Five persons, including the pilot and 
mechanic, were killed in the fall of the Man- 
chester to London air mail last evening, near 
Ivinghoe beacon, between Tring and Leighton 
Buégzard, on the borders of Hertford and 
Betifordshire. The machine was completely 
wrecked. The plane, one‘of the Daimler Air- 
way machines, was travelling from London wo. 
Manchester. It was an eleven-seater, which had 
been in the regular service for the last 18 
nionths on trips to Berlin, Paris, and Amster- 
dam. It left Croydon Aerodrome at 5 p.m. 
in first-class working order. When it was 
over Watford a wireless message was received

Buézard, soon after 5.30, when it was flying 
vpty low, in heavy clouds, there being every 
appearance of a severe storm coming. | 

few minutes later, still flying low, the

ACCOUNTS BY EYE-WITNESSES. 

Mr. ‘Arnott, of the Raven publichouse, 
Ivinghoe, said ‘hat tho machine ‘was flying 
at a jow altitude. It was‘raining’ very hard, 
and the mist and*.the rain made visibility 
rather bad. ‘The engine scemed to be work- 
ing al! right,. because no unusual sounds

AN EARLY ACCOUNT.

Dr. Johnstone Harris, of Leighton Buzzard, 
who was. the first medical man to arrive on 
the scene, said that he found a heap of 
wreckage in a field about fifty yards from 
the road. People who had reached the spot 
earlier had already removed the bodies from 
the débris and covered them with a tarpaulin, 
The doctor made an examination of the re- 
mains, and found in each case a fractured 
skull and broken limbs.

A GHASTLY SIGHT. 

A special representative of the Press Asso- 
ciation, telephoning after midnight, says :— 
When I arrived on the scene. of the disaster 
late to-night, the wreckage, which lay in a& 
big level field on Ford End Farm, was lighted 
up by lamps and guarded by police. It was 
a ghastly sight, all the more so by reason of 
the fact that the: big aeroplane was painted a 
vivid red. The machine was in fragments, 
but one part of the two planes was intact. 
Portions of the motor were strewn in the 
field, and there was no shape in the fuselage. 
The only evidence of the fact that, a few 
hours before, people were flying in the aero- 
plane was an umbrella belonging to the only 
lady passenger. 

PERSONAL NARRATIVES. 

Tom Jellis, farm labourer, who lives near 
the scene, said that he arrived almost im- 
mediately upon the machine's crashing. He 
saw a great cloud of smoke, then the bodies 
of five persons. The vilot and mechanic 
seemed to be holding each other, and their 
bodies hung over the cockpit, their heads 
touching the ground. The other bodies were 
among the ruins of the passenger cabin. In 
about ten minutes people arrived, and com- 
menced to get out the bodies. Apparently 
the occupants of the aeroplane were killed 
by the crash. and the bodies were not burned. 
Eventually the remains were taken away in a 
brewer's dray to Ivinghoe Town Hall. . 

Police Inspector Walker, who was in charge 
of the police inquiries, said that at about ten

Others are in favour 
of appointing as King, Skander Beg, son of 
the famous Albanian chief. In this case his 
mother would be appointed Regent until he 
came of age. 

Albania, as its native name implies, which 
means “The Land of Rocks,” is a regi 
of mountains, the principal chain of which 
runs north and south parallel with the 
Adriatic, and from it jut innumerable spurs 
which ramify in every direction, and as many 
of these are composed of mountains as lofty 
as the main range, almost the whole surface 
of the country 1s covered with rugged hills 
and deep valleys. ‘The coast “also is. often 
grandly mountainous, the spurs here and 
there terminating in abrupt precipices, whose 
rock-strewn bases are eternally beaten by the 
waves of the Adriatic. 

Like many people inhabiting mountainous 
districts, the Albanians are proud and 
pugnacious, delighting in war, not only with 
their neighbours, but also among themselves. 
‘Battle, murder, and shdden death,” seem 
to be the atmosphere in which they thrive. 
Terrible blood feuds are very common, often, 
originating in a trifling cause. Even the 
women take part in these, their custom of 
arms renderin them always 

the fray. hese feuds or 
vendette are handed down from genera- 
tion to generation. Sometimes they con- 
cern only families or. individuals; at other 
times whole clans or villages are mixed up 
‘in them. It is, however, against the Albanian 
code of honour to strike or wound a woman, 
whether she be armed or unarmed. This 
makes it safe for a traveller to pass bh 
the wildest parts if escorted by a girl. The 
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The nian peasant is not particularly 
keen on agricultural pursuits. e usually 
leaves this to children, women, and old men, 
and if he does not become a trader or a soldier, 
he prefers to cut wood, attend to his vineyard, 
or tend sheep on the mountains. He there 
of coming in for some exciting 
adventure or an encounter with bandits, which 
he dearly loves. Some find their way to the 
large towns in Turkey, where I have often 
seen them acting as guardians to large com- 
mercial establishments. or as kavasses at- 
tach e Embassies, Consulates, banks 
and other public buildings in Constzntinople. 

The Albanians as a nation have been de- 
scribed as ‘‘ without a literature. without art, 
and almost without a history.” Their 
ase is most difficult to learn and equally 
difficult to pronounce,. but Professor Max 
Miller places it among the Aryan group of 
languages, The basis may, indeed, be Aryan, 
but it is a great mixture, borrowed from 
many sources. Greek and Turkish words 
abound, as well as many of Slav origin. The 
mother tongue has been much neglected, owing 
to the profession of three creeds by the popu- 

tron, Turkish being taught in the Moslem 
schools, Italian in the Roman Catholic, and 
Greek in the Orthodox Christian. 

Although they cannot be called a musical 
bee le, singing is a favourite pastime with 

th men and women. Their airs have little 
variety, and the merit of the performer de- 
pends upon his success on the violin, mandolin 
or flute. National ballads, which someone has 
called, with a little exaggeration, ‘‘ Iliads 
without a Homer,” form the songs which they

generally sing, and in which are recounted the 
victories of the tribe, the mighty deeds of 
ancestors of the family, or the exploits of 
some national hero. The national songs, as 
well as the folklore of the land of their fore- 
fathers, are also sacredly cherished by those 
exiled Albanians who for centuries past have 
been settled in Southern Italy.

R. AUSTIN. CLARKE, who is one of 
the mort distinguished of the younger 
Irish poets, and one who -will un- 
doubtedly make himself ‘! felt,” was born in 
Dublin twenty-seven years ago. .He was 
educated first at Belvedere College, the school 
of Mr. Harry Clarke, the artist, and of Mr. 
James Joyce, the celebrated writer, After 
leaving school Mr. Austin Clarke went to the 
National University, where, having taken the 
degree of M.A., became: a i 
English. Mr. Clarke 
has since betaken ham- 
he is doing a consider 
able amount of work 
for The T'imea Literary 
Supplement, the New 
Statesman, the London 
Mercury, and other 
papers. The first poem 
of importance which 
was published by Mr. 
Clarke was ‘‘The 
Vengeance of Fionn,”’ 
whi appeared. 
towards the end of 
1917, when Mr. Clarke 
was only twenty-one 
years of age. This 
work achieved an 
almost instantaneous 
success; it was espe- 
cially well received by 
the London . critics, 
who showed judgment . 
in picking out its author as a 
very distinct ise. -“* The Vengeance. of 
Fionn,” which is still, aps, the most 
popular of Mr. Clarke's works, went into a 
second edition very rapidly. It has for the 
origin of its story an old Irish Jegend, that of 
Diarmuid and Grainne. characters of the 
legend are made intensely alive, and Mr. 
arke has clothed them with rare beauty. 
The poet's feeling for.all that is beautiful 
around him comes to the front again and

A MARRIAGE IN VENDEE. 


YEAR or two ago the small towns on 

the coast of the Vendeé were remote 

from the world. Now a steam trem 
runs connecting one with the other, although 
it does not run as yet the length that had 
been intended. 

St. Gilles stands on the River Vie, and 
when the building of the line beyond St. 
Gilles was commenced the Vie rose and 
flooded the line, preventing the building to 
the Sables d’Olonnes, which in summer har- 
bours half Paris. But places like. Barres des 
Monts belong to the world now. Indeed in 
any case remoteness is rare in France—for the 
French og sa are for ever coming and going 
within the four corners of France itself. They 
are self-satisfied and do not care to penetrate 
outside, but in their own country it would be 
hard to discover such a thing as a person 
reading in a room with the door shut. 

One day in the streets of Barres des Monts 
I heard singing. I had gone there with some 
friends to post a letter. SThe postmistress left 
the post office. with us as soon as the singing 
eculd be heard. ‘‘ It.is 4 marriage,’’ she said, 
‘“‘ wait—you will see them coming in pro- 
cession—it is a marriage.” 

Round the corner they came two by. two, 
led by a man with a high hat carrying a long 
staff. The procession’.consisted of thirty or 
forty people all dressed in the national 
costume of the Vendeé—the men with 
rounded black velour hats, the women 
with their hair °-tightly drawn into 
a black net over which their white coi//es 
were pinned. ev wore simple black 
dresses, falling in full folds from the waist. 
‘A monotonous chanting song was being sung, 
but they put their whole hearts into it, 
making it gay and lively, and they were full 
of goodwill towards the bridal couple. “he 
mayor's was only a few. yards away, and jt 
was to the mayor’s they were going. We 
followed the procession.

At the meyoralty the bride and bridegroom 
sat down at a -taule, on the other side of 
which two men were already seated. One -of 
these was dressed in what appeared to be a 
grey flannel dressing. gown, and by way of 
a girdle he had France (red, blue, white) 
loosely tied round his volumineus waist. 

When I saw him he was engaged in writing 
in a very minute fashion in a large book, 
already much filled with similar writings in 
oblong shaped Shag on both pages. He 
was a fine looking intelligent old peasant. 
The dressing gown turned out to be a par- 
ticular peasant’s costume, while the girdle 
thereof was his sign of office as a mayor of 
France. The young man beside him, mean- 
while, was reading aloud to the bride and 
bridegroom, but they did not respond, and 
they remained seated. 

Then they rose, and one heard the names: 
Augustine Marie... . and Jean... . Their 
friends seated at the back ceased their joking 
and ' laughing, and a space of silence was 
left íor the ceremony. 

They went from the mayoralty to the 
church, and we followed them there too. 

Here the friends and relations—except the 
old mother, who looked solemnly out of her 
dark ‘severe eyes, sitting upright in her seat— 
had grown weary of constraint, and they 
began to talk and laugh and amuse them- 
selves. But the bride and bridegroom knelt 
in their places, with their heads bowed in 
devotion. When at the end everyone 
had kissed the eross that the Curé extended 
the bridesmaid and bridegroom began collect- 
tng money for the bridul couple 

hey were to go to an inn for an 
“ aperitif,” and then to their dinner, which 
would consist of a whole pig. Later they were 
to walk again. all through the neighbouring 
country until the evening, when many more 
would join them for a dance, and to drink 
again the health of the bride. 
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I N the early autumn the sea lough is clothed, 


in one of its most beautiful aspects. To 

the east of it is a jong narrow arm of 
land which guards it from ine sea, but just 
stops short vy a iew yards of making it an 
inland lake. Through this narrow opening 
the tide flows up trough somewhat mal- 
odorous mud tiats, devuid of vegetation or of 
much live interest, as it lies too near the town 
to be visited by the birds. Plant life seems 
uncertain of itself, for here is neither sandy 
seashore, beloved of the horned poppy and 
the alkenet, nor yet fresh water that would 
afford asylum to tne true aquatics of the lake- 
side. The tide does not rest here, but tlows 
on for nearly three miles, losing its salty 
tang and its swiit current, as memorier. 
might be lost along the shores of time. The 
reeds. begin to grow, and the bare sides of the 
lough are clothed with water-loving plants 
that revel in the faint saline of the flats. 

The western side of the lough is margined 
with wide marshes, which, near the scattered 
farms, have been reclaimed and partially 
drained. Here they are intersected with wide 
scunces filled with the broad flags of irises 
and feathery reeds, the latter full of incessant 
silken sound as the wind from the sea. mur- 
murs through them. Here the true fresh 
}water aquatics abound and the reay 
Water Plantain spreads enormous lily- 
like leaves that seem to promise 
som. large and striking flower. But the 
blossom is small, and, though gracefully 
branched, is not as imposing as might have 
been exnected.. Near it grow great masses of 
yellow Marsh Ragwort, with its under leaves 
of rich purple 

Here is half a field of golden Fleabane, with 
its many rayed. flowers held well above its 
wrinkled, sweet ecented leaves. In old days 
poor folk gathered and burnt its leaves in 
their houses. whereat it was supposed the 
voracious flea hurriedly hopped off ‘the 
premises. But the glory of the lough at this 
time of year does not lie in its golden flowers, 
but in the great masses of mauve sea-starwort 
that colom all the sedgy edges between the 
great reed beds with glowing purple. These 
are the wild Michaelmas daisies, and no 
garden variety can hope to equal the beauty 
of these wildlings seen in their own setting 
beside the reeds, which are turning to russet 
and pale gold, the dark peaty brown of the 
barren stretches, and the intense blue of the 
lough. 

On. a narrow strip of half submerged mud 
are scores of birds. Crested green plover 
are standing. with their feet just covered by 
the water, and paddling vigorously to bring 
up the worms. Beside them are numbers of 
curlew probing everywhere with their long 
beaks, up to their 'eves in the mud. - Gulls 
innumerable stand about. chiefly the black- 
headed tribe, though at this time of year thev 
are minus their black heads. One large gull 
stands out from the rest, and keeps more or 
less to himself, a lesser black-backed gull, who 


smaller fry. Most exclusive of all is the 
‘* fling ” of dunlin, two or three score of them, 
all standing packed together facing into the 
wind. These littl birds are the most 
marvellously drilled company. The only in- 
dividual. movement made is where one will 
sometimes stretch its pointed wings with a 
silvery flash above its back. The whole com- 
pany rises, turn and alights as if pulled by a 
wire, And for long stretches of time will stand 
absolutely motionless om the flats Beyond 
the dunlin some mallards have alighted and 
bob about on the waters like corks. 

The reed cutter tells us that in spring- 
time the scunces are full of nests, for these 
long miniature cahals afford a safe playgrqund 
for the little ones while learning to swim and 
dive. He warns us of the danger of the mud 
flats, but these can be negotiated with care 
where the remains of the marsh foxtail are to 
be seen. This curious grass grows little 
bulbs which look, in places where the grass 
itself has rotted away, like thousands of 
little onions scattered over the ground, and 
their matted roots afford a cautious support-
